351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim(s) 1 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Geibman (US 
20020167500 A1). Geibman discloses an electronic label 16 (Fig. 5) for a display 
system, in particular for displaying prices in a store (Fig. 9), the label comprising a 
housing presenting at least one wall defined by the edges of layers 42-55 (Fig. 5), and 
transmitter means including an antenna 48 (Fig. 5, Specification par. 0069+, 0072+) 
suitable for transmitting a signal from the label to a receive antenna of the display 
system, the label being characterized in that the antenna (Fig. 5, Specification par. 
0069) extends generally in a plane adjacent to at least one face (i.e. bottom, top, front 
side, back side) defined by the layer adjacent to the antenna layer of the wall in such a 
manner as to constitute a stack together with said wall (Fig. 5).
